Negro student at- 
tending the Univ ersity o f Missis­ 
sippi under federal guard, to day 
criticized the Army and. by im­ 
plicatio n, the o fficials o f the Nat­ 
io nal Asso ciatio n fo r the Adv ance­ 
ment o f Co lo red Peo ple. 
In an interv iew he so ught. Mere­ 
dith co mplained the Army had in­ 
flicted “ a disho no r and a disgrace” 
o n Negro so ldiers by segregating 
tro o ps bro ught into Ox fo rd after 
the rio t that attended his ap par­ 
ance here nine day s ago . 
His o ther co mplaint was against 
what he called “ this inflammato ry 
claim” by so me peo ple that he had 
been “ picked, selected o r cho sen 
by them to integrate the Univ ersity 
o f Mississippi.” 


The state, at times, has reco g­ 
nized the binding po wer o f religio n 
to weld a peo ple into a sense o f 
co mmunity and has used a state 
religio n fo r its o wn purpo ses. 


The church, histo rically , ai times 
has used its spiritual influences 
o v er believ ers fo r po litical ends. 


Th e Ch u rch of th e Middle Ages 
ex ercised su ch political in flu en ces. 
Th e Holy Roman Em pire an d th e 
con flicts wh ich th e Popes h ad with 
th e 
Em pire’s em perors an d 
with 
ru lin g prin ces in Eu rope, was th e 
Ch u rch en gaged in political activ ity , 
an d wh ich ov erstepped its spiritu al 
mission . 


With ou t wish in g to en gage in an y 
dispu te abou t th e mission of th e 
Ch ristian ch u rch an d n ow it sh ou ld 
be carried ou t. th is writer believ es 
th at to keep th e religiou s freedom 
we en joy th at it is n ecessary th e 
barrier be main tain ed. 


Ho wev er, we sho uld nev er o v er­ 
lo o k the influence o f the religio n 
o f the majo rity o f a state's peo ples. 


So me churchmen co ncern them­ 
selv es and raise the charge that a 
secular culture has no guidepo sts. 
We believ e this co ncern is no t well 
gro unded. The peo ple o f the culture 
may no t he directed by church 
pro no uncements, but they are the 
peo ple who make affirmatio ns o f 
belief in the Christian religio n as 
ex pressed 
bv 
v ario us deno mina­ 
tio ns. 


In sh ort, we believ e, it is n ot safe 
to h av e th e state issu e edicts con ­ 
cern in g 
th e 
spiritu al 
life 
of 
its 
citizen s. An d in th e same v ein , we 
believ e ou r way of life wou ld be 
th reaten ed sh ou ld a ch u rch or an y 
body of ch u rch es h av e au th ority to 
make spiritu al pron ou n cemen ts en ­ 
forceable by civ il au th ority . 


With the co ncept o f the natio n 
state which demands allegiance and 
with the church which also de­ 
mands an allegiance, bo th fro m the 
same perso ns, there will inev itably 
be co nflicts between the state and 
the church. 
They sho uld nev er be jo ined, fo r 
the successfully fulfillment o f their 
respectiv e o bligatio ns to mankind.

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Kennedy Didn’t Fare Too 
Well With Demo Cong ress

WASHINGTON (TP)—President Kennedy’s campaign to 
get more Democrats elected to Congress in November raises 
a natural question: How did he do with this present one run 
by Democrats? 
The answer has to be mixed. 
In this Congress, where Democrats 
far outnumber Republicans, hardly 
any big item he asked got through un­ 
altered. Yet, over-all Congress put 
through a number of his major re­ 
q u ite . It also killed some major 
on et. 


It has bean a tardy, dawdling 
Congress. Until a few weeks ago 
Kennedy seemed due for a robust 
flattening. Then, with members anx­ 
ious to get home for the elections, 
Congress picked up speed and did im­ 
portant work. 


It is still here, though, winding up, 
after the longest session since 195 1 in 
the Korean War. That vear it quit 
Oct. 20. 
Would Re Lethal 


In a democratic society like this 
it would be astonishing, perhaps leth­ 
al, if Congress were so submissive to 
the executive it gave him precisely 
and without question everything he 
asked. 


This one didn’t with Kennedy. To 
get much or most of what he wanted, 
he had to accept compromise mea­ 
sures. 
In a very broad sense Kennedy han­ 
dled both houses of Congress, not like 
the scrappy and head-knocking Pres­ 
ident Truman, 
but like President 
Eisenhower. 
He leaned over backward to avoid 
personal conflicts even with those in 
the Capitol who were wrecking some 
of his programs totally or tearing big 
holes in them. 
But his administration put in a lot 
of work behind the scenes, with his 
aides working on individual members 
o# Congress, sometimes with pathetic 
results. 
Rep. Wilbur Mills, Arkansas Demo­ 
crat and chairman of the very pow­ 
erful House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, was totally against Kennedy’s 
medical care program for the aged. 
That was It. The program died. 
There were efforts Kennedy could 
have made—like broadcasts to try to 
rally popular support for his pro­ 


gram, hoping the people would put 
pressure on senators and representa­ 
tives. He did little of this. 


Far From Best 


He tried it once on the medical 
care program but talked off the cuff 
and the talk was far from his best. 
It’s true, as he’s saying now in 
his campaigning around the coun­ 
try, that the Republicans in Con­ 
gress repeatedly harpooned many of 
his programs. 


But so did a lot of his own party 
m e m b e r s , particularly Southern 
Democrats who teamed up with Re­ 
publicans again and again to frus­ 
trate him. 


lf the Democrats had stuck to­ 
gether, voting as a party, they could 
have 
drowned 
the 
outnumbered 
Republicans. 


Besides medical care, two other 
major 
Kennedy 
programs 
were 
simply slaughtered: his proposal for 
a new department of urban affairs 
and 
housing and his request for 
federal aid to colleges. 


Last year Congress ignored his 
program of federal aid to public 
(but not Catholic) schools although 
it can hardly be said he worked 
overtime for that one. 


Kennedy fared most perfectly in 
his requested authority for the gov­ 
ernment to buy up to $100 million 
in U. N. bonds to overcome a U. N. 
deficit, mostly from its expenses in 
the Congo. 
His 
biggest, 
perhaps 
most 
far­ 
reaching success came with con­ 
gressional approval of a broad new 
trade and tariff-cutting program he 
will need in dealing with Europe’s 
Common Market. The program had 
wide bipartisan support in and out 
of Congress. 


Prime Example 
This was also a prime example 
of how he had to compromise to get 
most of what he wanted. Over his 
opposition Congress in the trade bill 


put restrictions on trade with Yugo­ 
slavia and Poland. 
Here were other major programs, 
in each of which Kennedy had to 
accept some compromise: 
Foreign aid—The House approved 
a 
compromise of $3,928 ,900,000, a 
cut of $1,032,400,000 below his origi­ 
nal request. The Senate was expect­ 
ed to send the bill to the White 
House today. 
Taxes—Kennedy asked a 7 per 
cent tax credit for business firms 
for investment in new equipment. 
Congress 
gave 
him 
that. 
But 
it 
turned down pleas for withholding 
the income tax on dividends and 
interest. 
Farm bill—The strict-control farm 
bill he wanted was tossed aside. 
Congres finally gave him a farm 
bill much short of the strict con­ 
trols he had in mind.

QI)oes drinking milk from pa ra ffin- 
coa ted pa per conta iners ca use ca n 
cer? 
A—Although some wa xes conta in 
chemica ls tha t pre-dispose to ca ncer 
in la bora tory a nima ls, tests spon 
sored by the Food a nd Drug Admin­ 
istra tion show tha t no such ha rmful 
substa nces a re present in the con­ 
ta iners now being used to dispense 
milk a nd other bevera ges. 
Q—I rea d tha t some children were 
ma de seriously ill by ea ting wa ter 
hemlock. Wha t pa rt of this pla nt 
is poisonous? 
A—The ma ture lea ves a nd ripe 
fruit of wa ter hemlock or wild pa r­ 
snip ma y be ea ten with impunity , 
but the root conta ins a high con­ 
centra tion of a poisonous resin a nd 
must not be ea ten. 
Q—J ha ve developed spider veins 
on both my thighs a nd legs. Is there 
a ny known trea tment? I ha d them 
injected, but it only ma de them 
sprea d more. Is wa lking ba d for 
this condition? 
A—The ca use of venous spiders 
is not definitely known, but they a re 
commonly a ssocia ted with pregna n­ 
cy . Ma ny women a nd some men 
develop them la ter in life (a fter the 
menopa use in women). Injection ha s 
been tried but, a s in y our ca se, this 
usua lly lea ds to their a ppea ra nce 
in a nother loca tion. 
Since no cure is known, be tha nk­ 
ful tha t the condition will in no wa y 
threa ten y our hea lth. If y ou should 
wis hto go in swimming a nd feel 
self-conscious a bout them, y ou might 
try one of the cosmetic prepa ra tions 
used to ma sk va rious skin blem­ 
ishes. 
Q—My 37-y ea r-old da ughter ha s 
ha d multiple sclerosis for a bout five 
y ea rs. She ha s been ta king injections 
of vita min B12 twice a week, but 
ha s seen little if a ny improvement. 
Is there a ny other trea tment tha t 
will help her? 
A—I ha ve a ttended the meetings 
of the Medica l Advisory Boa rd of 
the Na tiona l Multiple Sclerosis So­ 
ciety for severa l y ea rs, a nd I ca n 
a ssure y ou tha t this boa rd is ma de 
up of the finest specia lists for nerv­ 
ous disea ses in the country . Much 
a s we doctors would love to a n 
nounte a cure for multiple sclerosis, 
the sa d truth is tha t a s y et there 
is none. 
Vita mins ha ve been widely tried, 
but they must be listed with the 
other trea tments tha t ha ve fa iled. 
The chief rea son glowing reports 
a re brought out from time to time 
a bout some new trea tment is tha t 
the 
disea se 
is 
cha ra cterized 
by 
na tura l periods of remission or im­ 
provement which a re just a s my sti­ 
fy ing to us doctors a s the ca use of 
the disea se itself. 
Any drug ta ken a t the time of 
such a remission is likely to ra ise 
fa lse hopes a nd ca use a flurry of 
enthusia stic tria ls, a ll of which in 
the pa st ha ve been doomed to fa il­ 
ure. In other words, the supposed 
cure wa s not due to the drug but 
to na ture. Rest a ssured tha t ma ny 
of the best bra ins in the world a re 
working on the problem of multiple 
sclerosis a nd sooner or la ter the 
riddle will be solved. In the mea n­ 
time much ca n be done to ma ke the 
sufferer more comforta ble.

Assistant 
Prosecutor Robert Butler and two 
witnesses, one of them Dobrask i. 
Goodpaster charges they conspired to

They 
claimed that the facts do not back 
up Goodpaster’s charge and that un­ 
less he is found innocent of murder 
there is no basis for damages.
